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Council in 
battle to 
stop move 
of society 

BOSSES at Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil said they are doing 
“everything in their power” 
to stop The West Brom 
Building Society uprooting 
from the town after 160 
years. 

The society says it is con¬ 
sidering a move to Dudley. 

It has been in talks with 
Sandwell Council about 
moving to a new home at the 
£75 million Providence 
Place development, off All 
Saints Way, West Bromwich. 

But the society now says 
the asking price is higher 
than anticipated and has 
revealed it is considering 
several other locations 
including the Point North 
development, on The Water¬ 
front near to Merry Hill 
shopping centre. 

Councillor Ian Jones, the 
authority’s jobs and econ¬ 
omy boss, said the authority 
would do everything possible 
to stop that happening. 

He said: “We’re commit¬ 
ted to working with them to 
make sure they are the 
anchor tenants at Provi¬ 
dence Place.” 

Society chief executive 
Jonathan Westhoff said: “We 
are looking at a few prem¬ 
ises. Point North is one of 
them. We have to plan 
options should we not get to 
the right place with our 
negotiations with Sandwell 
Council.” 

The society’s HQ in West 
Bromwich High Street will 
be demolished once it is 
vacated and the land handed 
to Sandwell Council for use. 

Drug probe 
after blaze 

FIREFIGHTERS discov¬ 
ered what appeared to be a 
cannabis factory while tack¬ 
ling a house fire in Oldbury.

A THREE-YEAR campaign by West Bromwich MP Tom 
Watson to ban scrap dealers paying for metal with cash 
is a step closer to victory. 

The MP for West Bromwich East said plans to include the ban on cash pay¬ 
ments and to remove a £1,000 limit on fines for metal theft were a “victory for 
local people”. Meanwhile, Sandwell Council is to replace metal manhole covers 
with plastic ones after 300 covers were taken in two months. 

Metal theft is believed to cost the economy £770 million a year with church roofs, rail¬ 
ways, manhole covers, schools, hospitals and even war memorials being plundered by

Traders will 
need proof 
for a payout 

TRADERS who say takings have been hit 
by roadworks in West Bromwich will have 
to provide weekly sales figures as evidence 
to get compensation. 

South Staffordshire Water is in the middle 
of a 14-week project replacing old pipes in 
High Street and Wood Lane. Business own¬ 
ers say the scheme has harmed their profits 
because drivers are being put off by diver¬ 
sions. 

South Staffordshire Water spokesman 
Colin Wayper said: “The company operates 
a compensation scheme for businesses who 
can demonstrate that our works have 
affected their trade. We usually ask for a 
weekly sales profile for the two months 
prior to the disruption and a weekly profile 
of sales during the disruption. 

“We calculate compensation based on loss 
of gross profit.” 

Francis Britton, landlady of The Wheat- 
sheaf in High Street, said weekly takings 
were down by about 40 per cent since work 
began. Clive Basford, owner of Clive Bas- 
ford Hairdressing in High Street, said there 
had been a big impact. 

Work is taking place at a section between 
Carters’ Green and Temple Street, which is 
scheduled to take four weeks. After that it 
will move to a section in Wood Lane. 


thieves who sell their haul for scrap. 

Thousands of pounds of damage can be 
caused in order to obtain metal. But dealers 
paying in cash means there is no way of 
tracing the people who supply the metal. 

MPs from all parties have been calling for 
new laws to ban cash transactions. 

Last week a private member’s bill was 
voted down in the House of Commons, 
prompting Dudley Labour MP Ian Austin 
and Tory MP Chris Kelly to vow to continue 
to fight for changes. 

However, it has been revealed that a ban 
on cash trading would be implemented by a 
new clause in the Legal Aid Bill, which is 
currently before MPs. 

Threatened 

The Government is also prepared to scrap 
the £1,000 limit on fines by April. 

West Bromwich East MP Tom Watson, 
who has been campaigning for three years, 
said: “It’s great news for businesses whose 
buildings have been hit by metal thieves and 
for local families whose safety has been 
threatened by the theft of manhole covers. 

“This may not end the problem but it’s 
significant progress and a victory for local 
people.” 

Dudley North Labour MP Mr Austin said: 
“Metal theft cost the West Midlands £27m 
last year. Businesses are being hurt and 
ordinary people too. 

“Home owners are facing power cuts, 
commuters facing delays and churches and 
schools being forced to close. 

“Sickeningly, war memorials are even 
being targeted.” 

The planned changes in the law do not go 
as far as the measures proposed by Graham 
Jones, the Labour MP for Hyndburn. 

He called for anyone selling scrap metal 
to provide proof of identity.

Clarke is 
to set up 
an escape 
inquiry 

A GOVERNMENT inquiry 
is to take place into how sus¬ 
pected killer John Anslow 
from Tipton was able to 
escape from his prison van 
in the Midlands. 

Justice Secretary Kenneth 
Clarke described the raid 
outside Hewell Grange 
prison as a “well-orches¬ 
trated armed ambush”. 

Anslow, who is charged 
with the murder of Stafford¬ 
shire father-of-two Richard 
Deakin, escaped at 8.20am 
on Monday. 

A £10,000 reward has 
been put up for information 
leading to his capture. 

The prison van the 31- 
year-old was travelling in 
was forced to a halt by a 
gang of masked men. 

They smashed the win¬ 
dows with sledgehammers 
and punched the driver, 
before springing Anslow. 
They sped off and switched 
to a silver Mercedes. 

Mr Clarke said: “The first 
priority is to ensure that this 
man is quickly found. I have 
ordered a full inquiry into 
how this happened.” 

Police raided five homes in 
Tipton on Monday night and 
arrested one 44-year-old 
man. Airports and rail sta¬ 
tions have been put on alert 
as part of an international 
manhunt. 

Anslow, one of five men 
charged with the murder of 
Mr Deakin, was on his way 
to Stafford Crown Court 
when he was sprung. 

Hit ice event 
is to return 

SANDWELL will see the 
return of Bearwood on Ice at 
Christmas after the success 
of last year’s event, which 
attracted more than 18,000 
people to Lightwoods Park.

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Builders to move in after protests 


A PROJECT to transform parts of 
two Sandwell gardens with houses is 
expected to begin in July. 

Piper Homes will put up four 
detached homes and parking spaces 
on land to the rear of two houses in 
Newton Road, Great Barr, despite 
protests from residents. 

The plans were originally thrown 
out by Sandwell Council last year 
amid protests from people in the 


area but the Government planning 
inspectorate reversed the decision 
on appeal. 

Piper Homes group development 
consultant Keith White said there 
was still some legal work to be done, 
but that building was expected to 
start in mid-summer ready for the 
first occupants to move in next 
spring. 

“It is likely to be within six 


months,” he said. “We want to be 
starting in the summer. We don’t 
want to be starting as winter draws 
on - you can never predict the 
weather.” 

Mr White added that work should 
be completed shortly after Christ¬ 
mas and that the homes would be on 
the market in spring 2013 with an 
access from Meadowside Close. 

Residents launched a petition 


claiming the development would 
lead to parking and traffic conges¬ 
tion. 

Council planning bosses turned 
down the plans after expressing con¬ 
cerns about the density of the 
scheme, distances between build¬ 
ings and parking congestion. 

The Planning Inspectorate ruled 
that the development would not be 
“unacceptably cramped”. 


Thousands of fly-tippers 
avoid council crackdown 


THOUSANDS of complaints are being made 
about fly-tipping in the West Midlands 
region - but only a fraction of the culprits are 
being caught 

More than 6,000 piles of rubbish have been found over the 
past year, with 30 prosecutions by councils. The authorities 
say it is difficult to track down those responsible, especially 
as the rubbish is often left 
miles from their homes, but 
they have vowed to continue 
their crackdown. 

They have warned that 
those caught could face 
court bills of thousands of 
pounds. 

In Sandwell, in 2011, 
there were 2,726 reported 
incidents of fly-tipping, with 
five prosecutions, compared 
with 3,189 reports in 2010 
and one formal caution. 

Sandwell Council’s 
cabinet member for neigh¬ 
bourhood services Council¬ 
lor Derek Rowley said: “The 
only time we can trace the 
culprit is when they throw 
away household stuff which 
includes letters and bills 
with their address on.” 


Revival of 
project for 
glassworks 
site hotel 

PLANS to convert part of 
the Chance Brothers glass¬ 
works factory in Smethwick 
into a 200-bed hotel are 
being revived. 

The Grade Il-listed build¬ 
ing, which dominates the 
skyline next to the M5, is 
being painstakingly reno¬ 
vated by owner Anthony 
Copeland, but plans for the 
hotel were put on ice in the 
economic downturn. 

Despite ongoing con¬ 
straints on lending from 
banks, Mr Copeland says a 
new advertising campaign is 
being launched to find oper¬ 
ators for the hotel, which 
remains one of his ambitions 
for the site. 

“We are talking to hotel 
operators and we’re starting 
a new advertising project. 

“The economic climate is 
unbelievably difficult and I 
am having to self-fund all 
the renovation work at the 
moment. Hopefully, when 
things pick up, we can still 
have the hotel.” 

Before the downturn, 
grand plans were afoot for 
the overhaul of the Smeth¬ 
wick site, which owned by 
London-based A&J Hold¬ 
ings and Mr Copeland. 

A&J originally hoped to 
create an Asian wedding 
venue alongside the planned 
hotel development. 


Reports 

Meanwhile Wolverhamp¬ 
ton City Council dealt with 
2,748 incidents in 2011, with 
10 people being prosecuted. 
The number of reports in 
2010 was 3,669 when there 
were 13 prosecutions. 

Wolverhampton bins and 
waste chief Councillor Bob 
Jones said: “There are two 
departments which deal 
with fly-tipping - city serv¬ 
ices, who have to clear it up, 
and environmental health, 
who carry out enforcement 
action. Both of these cost a 
lot of money. ” 

In Dudley eight people 
have been prosecuted since 
April, and there were 548 
incidents during that period. 

In 2010-11 a total of 20 
people were prosecuted out 
of 817 reports. 

There have been 253 inci¬ 
dents in South Staffordshire 
since last April, resulting in 
seven prosecutions.

A total of 80 jobs were lost 
when the plant shut - with 
40 temporary jobs going in 
addition to 40 redundancies. 

The temporary posts 
would have been made per¬ 
manent if the branch had 
been able to continue 
trading, site manager John 
Wood said. 

He then announced the 
company was unable to 
comply with the conditions 
of a permit imposed after 
complaints from residents.

Controversial proposal to ban U-turns is scrapped 


PROTESTING residents have scuppered a 
road safety proposal which had been ear¬ 
marked for a busy junction in Wednesbury. 
The neighbours used a consultation proce¬ 
dure to make their feelings known on the 
controversial plan, although other residents 
had suggested it. 

The move was intended to ban motorists 
from making U-turns at the junction as part 
of £100,000 safety measures. 

Sandwell Council had approved plans to 
ban the manoeuvre at the major junction of 
Wood Green Road, Myvod Road and Woden 
Road East. 

The ban was thought to be necessary 


because drivers who miss the entrance into 
Gallagher Retail Park and Ikea, often make 
a U-turn to get back on track to get to the 
shops. 

However, following a consultation period, 
22 of the 23 residents who responded to the 
authority stated they did not want the ban 


Neighbourhoods boss Councillor Derek 
Rowley is set to make a formal decision on 
the consultation at his next meeting. 

He said: “Some residents in Wednesbury 
wanted Wood Green Road to have no U-turn 
at the traffic lights with Woden Road. 

“After having that petition and putting it 


out to consultation, nearly all the residents 
in Myvod Road have objected to it.” 

Councillor Rowley said that although it 
was not desirable to have people doing U- 
turns at traffic lights, he admitted the 
manoeuvre had not caused any accidents at 
the Wednesbury junction. 

Complained 

The plan to ban the U-turn was part of a 
major safety scheme along the route follow¬ 
ing a campaign which saw a petition of 
almost 1,200 signatures handed in to the 
council. 

Improvements, which were approved last 


year, included resurfacing and upgrades to a 
pedestrian crossing. 

Residents, parents and staff at nearby 
schools, Wood Green Academy and Stuart 
Bathurst Catholic High School, had com¬ 
plained about the speed at which some 
motorists were driving. 

They were concerned that motorists 
coming off the nearby M6 were continuing 
to drive at high speeds in the 30mph zone. 

They said that the stretch of the Wood 
Green Road, a main artery between Walsall 
and Sandwell, was an “accident waiting to 
happen”.

He said: “At the moment, 
ve are not in a deficit 


authority about what action 
needs to be taken to rectify 
this. 

“I’m hoping to resolve the 
situation in those talks.” 

Chiefs at the Holly Lane 
school have continued to 
take on extra pupils in the 
hope of attracting more 
cash. 

Councillor Bob Badham, 
the borough’s education 
chief, said the school’s esti¬ 
mates did not take into 
account the number of chil¬ 
dren taking free meals, and 
subsequent increases in 
Pupil Premium funding 
available for the school’s 
use. 

He added: “We are taking 
steps to rectify the situation 
already.” 

Mr Mohammed however 
said Pupil Premium funding 
should be used for needy 
children, rather than to top- 
up shortfalls in funding.

teenager punched him in the face. 
Grrom, of Whitworth Drive, West 
Bromwich, appeared at Walsall 
Magistrates Court last week where 
he admitted causing danger to road 
users, criminal damage and 
common assault. 

Mrs Rachael Smith, prosecuting, 
said Mr Wright, a professional road 
worker, noticed the cones about 
4.5ft apart in lane two and slowed 


down. Groom, who was standing on 
the hard shoulder, then threw 
another cone onto his windscreen. 

Mrs Smith said: “Mr Wright was 
irate and in shock, thinking about 
what could have happened to his 
partner and eight-year-old child 
who were in the car.” 

He remonstrated with Groom, 
and as he was speaking to the emer¬ 
gency services on his mobile, he 


started walking away. Groom then 
punched him before running to the 
opposite side of the carriageway. 

District Judge Michael Morris 
sent Groom to Wolverhampton 
Crown Court to be sentenced. He 
said: “It might have been Boxing 
Day but it was on the motorway. It 
could have caused a fatality. ” Groom 
was given bail on condition he did 
not to walk on motorways.

Teaching at 
primary is 
improving, 
says report 

A PRIMARY school in West 
Bromwich which was previ¬ 
ously graded satisfactory is 
improving say Ofsted 
inspectors. 

Hateley Heath Primary in 
Huntingdon Road was 
visited by the inspectors in 
December. 

They gave it a satisfactory 
rating in May 2010. 

In a letter to the school, 
inspector Charalambos 
Loizou said attainment by 
the end of Year 2 and Year 6 
at the school was rising 
steadily, and test results 
showed improvement. 

He said: “The quality of 
teaching is improving as a 
result of effective leader¬ 
ship, training, and the 
sharing of best practice.” 

He found there was an 
increasing proportion of 
good or outstanding teach¬ 
ing and the leadership team 
had eliminated poor teach¬ 
ing. 

He added: “There is scope 
to build further. For 
example, teachers some¬ 
times spend too long 
explaining what pupils are 
going to do next, leaving less 
time to attend to the accu¬ 
racy of their work.” 

Mr Loizou highlighted the 
challenge of pupils joining 
or leaving the school at dif¬ 
ferent times of the year. 


the recent Ofsted inspection, 
vas “fantastic news” for the 
centre. Ofsted inspectors 
visited the children’s centre, 
which is operated by the 
Murray Hall Community 
Trust, last month. 

They said it provides “an 
outstanding service for 
young children and fami¬ 
lies”.

The safe¬ 
guarding of children and 
vulnerable groups, such as 
women subject to domestic 
violence, is outstanding.” 

Bob Lloyd, chair of 
Murray Hall Trust, said he 
was delighted with the 
report. He added: “There 
are challenges working in a 
deprived area with a mix of 
ethnicity. 

“And it is fantastic that 
the work we are doing is 
having such an impact, that 
people think it is outstand¬ 
ing. 

“We are helping families, 
and if we can support people 
in this area it’s excellent 
news for local people.”

Council faces £45,000 bill for stray horses 


TENS of thousands of pounds is being spent 
employing bailiffs as part of a controversial 
crackdown on roaming and tethered horses 
in Sandwell. 

The borough council is paying 
Rossendales more than £45,000 over two 
financial years plus enforcement costs to 
seize horses. 

But the move has run into opposition 
from some local people. 

The borough’s finance boss, Councillor 
Steve Eling, is receiving a report detailing 
the contract of £22,800 per year plus 
enforcement costs, for the period of 


2011/2012 to 2012/2013 to the company. 

Bailiffs have been employed to seize the 
stray animals but the move has prompted 
controversy among horse lovers, who have 
threatened legal action after their pets were 
seized. 

They have taken to the streets in a series 
of marches, disrupting traffic with caravans 
and horse-drawn carts. 

A petition in support of the tradition of 
tethered horses was also submitted to chiefs 
last month. 

Councillor Eling said: “The issue is that 
this thing about horses roaming the streets 


and in the public parks is something that is 
of a great concern to the local community. 

“If we have to pay people to round up 
stray horses than that is what we’ve got to 
do. 

“It is unfair on the taxpayers of Sandwell 
because it is people being irresponsible by 
allowing horses to roam.” 

Rampages 

Roaming horses have kicked over bins 
and food waste collections and chopped up 
gardens in Tipton in a series of overnight 


rampages during recent weeks. 

The Wednesbury Oak Estate has also suf¬ 
fered with homeowners reporting seeing 
scraps of food strewn across their doorsteps 
and lawns, along with scattered rubbish 
from bin bags torn by horses. 

Numerous injuries have also been caused, 
including a man being knocked out of his 
wheelchair by an untethered horse. 

Other proposals the council is considering 
to tackle the problem include vets being 
called in to sedate horses to make them 
easier to catch and secure. 


Move to put commuters on 
path for public transport 


NEW footpaths could be created in Sandwell 
to encourage people to use public transport 
by giving them easier access to commuter 
routes. 

The council is set to approve plans to bid for funds from 
the Department of Transport for the work, which is 


Digging in 
to uncover 
history of 
manor site 

AN archaeology dig is to 
take place at Sandwell’s 
medieval Manor House. 

The Time Team-style plan 
is to excavate part of the site 
in Hall Green Road, West 
Bromwich, to find long-lost 
buildings that were once 
associated with the property. 

Members of the public will 
be invited to take part in the 
dig in March. 

Sandwell Council’s 
leisure boss, Councillor 
Linda Horton, said: “This 
promises to be an exciting 
event and the community 
can get involved to find 
hidden treasures.” 

Geophysical survey work 
in 2007 by Birmingham Uni¬ 
versity’s archaeology 
department found evidence 
of buildings and deep exca¬ 
vations at the site. 

It is possible that build¬ 
ings were removed and fish 
ponds filled in, in the 17th 
and 18 th centuries. 

Ground radar and magne¬ 
tometer surveys are 
expected to be used for the 
project. Council bosses are 
appointing a firm to take on 
the work, and will release 
details on how members of 
the public can get involved 
in the dig next month. 


expected to cost £601,888. 

The project, which is 
called Smoothing the Path 
for Walking in Sandwell, 
aims to encourage smarter 
travel choices. 

The council is set to agree 
to contribute £304,964 to 
the project, and the remain¬ 
ing funds, £296,924 is being 
sought from the Depart¬ 
ment of Transport. 

The bid includes plans to 
create 20 public rights of 
way or proposed rights of 
way near residential areas. 
The paths are within 2,624ft 
of public transport routes 
and it is expected that 
around 18,000 households 
would benefit. 

The aim is to encourage 
people to use public trans¬ 
port, by giving them easier 
access to main travel routes. 

Maintain 

Many of the paths will 
need to be surfaced, sign¬ 
posted and vegetation may 
need to be cut back. Resi¬ 
dents will be consulted over 
the plans. The work on the 
paths will take place 
between 2012 and 2015. 

Safer neighbourhoods 
boss Councillor Derek 
Rowley said: “These foot¬ 
paths are well used. Unfor¬ 
tunately we have not had the 
funds to maintain them 
properly. The funds will 
enable us to make them 
more user friendly.” 

He added: “We expect to 
be able to get funding, but 
the question mark will be 
over how much we get.” 

The plans were being dis¬ 
cussed today (Thursday).

Lessons from Wigmore 
as the pauper school 


THE Walsall and West 
Bromwich School District 
was set up in 1869 to 
provide a school for pauper 
children, aged four to 14. 

It opened in 1872 and was deliber¬ 
ately located at a distance from the 
adult workhouse, and also in open 
country at Penny Hill Lane, 
Wigmore, to the north of West 
Bromwich. 

Boys were taught industrial or 
agricultural trades in preparation 
for apprenticeships, while girls were 
trained for work as domestic ser¬ 
vants or in factories. 

The building was designed by S E 
Bindley of Birmingham, to accomo¬ 
date 400 children. 

The plan shows how boys and girls 
were strictly segregated. 

The photograph shows the forbid¬ 
ding and institutional appearance of

the building, but the institution had 
a reputation for being run benignly 
by contemporary standards. 

Classrooms and workrooms were 
situated on the ground floor with 
dormitories above. Curiously one 
large room served as both a dining 
room and a chapel - perhaps the 
authorities hoped that eating in the 
chapel would put the fear of God 
into the children and make them 
truly grateful for what they were 
about to receive. The gardens 
outside the front of the building 
were used to grow vegetables. 

In the 1930s, many disputes took 
place between West Bromwich and 
Walsall Councils over the running 


costs and allocation of places at 
Wigmore. The costs were broadly 
divided up on a basis of two thirds 
for West Bromwich and one third 
Walsall. 

Wigmore closed as a pauper school 
in 1935 and the building later 
became a borstal. In the 1950s it 
became offices for the Inland 
Revenue. In 1966 West Bromwich 
Council took the building over for its 
Technical Services Division. 

They relocated in 1998, and the 
main buildings were demolished in 
2002, although the entrance and 
stable blocks at the south of the site 
still survive.

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Move to replace town's 
stolen mayoral chain

A MOVE to raise £8,000 to replace 
a mayoral chain which was stolen 
more than 30 years ago has been 
launched. 

Wednesbury North Councillor Peter 
Hughes hopes the public will support an 
appeal to get a gold chain made for civic 
events in the town. 

Two mayoral chains of office were among 
the £22,000 worth of property stolen from 
West Bromwich Town Hall on September 7, 
1981. 

Many believe the gold was melted down 
but there have been persistent rumours 
among residents that Wednesbury’s chain is 
still intact and somewhere in Wales. 

The chain was made of 18-carat gold with 
an enamelled pendant in the form of a coat 
of arms. 

It was once worn by the Mayors of 
Wednesbury before the town became part of 
Sandwell. 

History 

Councillor Hughes said: “It is part of the 
town and part of our history, and something 
that needs to be recognised.” 

He added: “We have drawings of the chain 
which are very detailed, so making a replica 
would be very easy.” 

He said the project would be funded 
either by grants or through local fundrais¬ 
ing. 

He added: “This is important for the pride 
of the town. Wednesbury is very historical. 
We were in the Domesday Book, and were at 
one point bigger than Birmingham. 

“I would like residents to support my 
campaign, so I can put an application 
together for the funds.”

A FORMER maths teacher and headmaster from 
Walsall who worked at schools in Tipton, Wednes- 
bury and Wolverhampton in a career spanning more 
than three decades has died at the age of 82 .

MULTI-MILLION pound 
health centre proposals in 
Wednesbury that were 
shelved due to lack of funding 
are closer to reality. 

Plans have now been submitted for 
the centre, to be built alongside 
Wednesbury Leisure Centre in High 
Bullen. It would incorporate GP serv¬ 
ices, consultation and treatment 
rooms and a pharmacy. 

The Spires walk-in health centre on 
the site will be transferred to the new 


building, along with district nurses, X- 
ray, physio, ultrasound, phlebotomy, 
and foot health. Out-patient manage¬ 
ment would also happen in the new 
building. 

The Spires and other temporary 
buildings would be demolished to make 
way for the new development. 

A total of 136 staff would work at the 
complex, including workers trans¬ 
ferred from Spires, Mailings Health 
and the nearby Mesty Croft clinic.

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Park in line for final 
stage of £6.5m revamp 


THE final phase of a £6.3 million project to 
restore a West Bromwich park to its former 
glory will start in March, bosses have 
announced.

He said: “This is a reflection of the educa¬ 
tional workforce in Lichfield and the skills 
they are able to offer businesses.”

An inclusive nature 
for good education 


The superb new IT suite at Wodensborough Community Technology College 

A RECENT Ofsted report on anti-bullying and Special Educational Needs at Wodens¬ 
borough is being held up as good practice nationally. 

The visit last November was part of Ofsted’s survey on schools’ work to create a 
positive school culture and prevent and tackle bullying. 

The visit had a specific focus on how the school community works together to 
prevent and tackle bullying of disabled people and those with special educational 
needs. 

The report said: “The visit pro¬ 
vided valuable information which 
will contribute to our national 
evaluation and reporting. 

“The inclusive nature of the 
school is underpinned by a very 
strong commitment that the 
school is there to provide a good 
education for as many young 
people living in the surrounding 
area as it can. 

“This commitment ensures 
that students attending any of 
the four specialist provisions are 
an integral part of the school. 

These students spend most of 
their time in the main school 
classes and have access to special¬ 
ist teaching and support as 
required.” 

Culture 

Students spoken to during the 
inspection had a strong sense of 
belonging to a positive and 
diverse school community, relish¬ 
ing the “positive ethos” of the 
school. 

They particularly cited the pos¬ 
itive way in which individual dif¬ 
ferences is respected. 

This is led and modelled 
strongly by the leadership team 
and the staff. 

This culture of openness 
enabled students and staff to 
develop an understanding of the 
needs of different people with stu¬ 
dents and staff learning about 
disability and the influence this 
may have on a person’s life. 

“This helps everyone in the school com¬ 
munity understand how they can support 
each other to ensure that all students can 
succeed,” the report said. 

The school carefully monitors behav¬ 
iour incidents and bullying, including 
name-calling, ensuring that any emerg¬ 
ing patterns can be picked up quickly and 
that the students involved can be sup¬ 
ported in the most effective way. 

Students spoken to during the inspec¬ 
tion said most students abided by the 
school’s expectations of how to treat each

other, but there were a few in each year 
that did not. They all felt that action is 
taken quickly by staff and the vast major¬ 
ity felt any bullying would stop as a 
result. 

Parents of disabled students were 
extremely positive about the experience 
of their children at the school. 

“The cohesive atmosphere is also sup¬ 
ported by the flexibility of the curriculum 
where a wide range of different pathways 
helps students to study options that build 
on their interests and motivation.”

W INTER is well and truly 
here, but don’t sit around 
getting cold - get up and 
get moving, and improve your 
home at the same time. 

Here’s are some ways to get the DIY 
done, keep warm and of course then 
save on the heating bills - an all round 
winning situation. 

• Strip wallpaper. An electric wall¬ 
paper stripper is like a big kettle and 
creates lots of steam, so it’s a great 
way to get warm. Moving the scraper 
up and down will help, too, especially 


if the wallpaper is hard to remove. 

• Paint your walls. Similarly, moving 
your paint roller up and down can keep 
you warm. If you want to paint after 
dark, use powerful work lights so you 
can see what you’re doing - they give 
off a surprising amount of heat. 

• Paint your woodwork. Using 
quick-drying wood and metal paint is 
a good idea at any time of year, but 
especially in winter. Freezing tempera¬ 
tures will slow down the drying 
process, though, so train a fan heater 
on your freshly-painted woodwork to 
speed things up and make you toasty. 


• Sand. Sanding is often vigorous 
work, so it’ll keep you warm. You won’t 
get a good finish if you don’t sand thor¬ 
oughly, so put your back into it and 
you’ll benefit in more ways than one. 

• Silicone seal. To silicone seal 
around a bath, you need to fill it with 
water. This replicates the weight of 
someone having a bath and helps to 
prevent the sealant from cracking. 
When you’re doing the sealing, sit on 
the edge of the bath with your feet and 
legs in the water - as long as the 
water’s hot, you’ll be warm and the 
warm water will help you relax.

P EOPLE that breathe second¬ 
hand smoke are at risk of the 
same diseases as smokers, 
including cancer and heart 
disease, because secondhand 
smoke contains 4,000 toxic chem¬ 
icals. 

It is estimated that secondhand 
smoke causes thousands of deaths 
each year. Secondhand smoke comes 
from the tip of a cigarette and the smoke 
that is breathed back out by the smoker. 

Wherever people smoke, there is 
secondhand smoke in the air although 
you might not notice it because it is 
almost invisible and odourless. 

Even if you open a window, second¬ 
hand smoke will still be present in a 
room after two and a half hours! Even if 
you can’t see or smell any smoke, it’s 
probably still there. 

Concentrated 

Smoking in a car is even worse 
because all of the smoke is concen¬ 
trated into a small space. 

Children are particularly affected by 
secondhand smoke because their 
bodies are still developing, and around 
half of all British children are growing up 
in homes where at least one parent is a 
smoker.

Opening the window 


i 


to draught exclusion 


T may have been one of the 
mildest Christmas celebrations 
on record, but don’t be fooled - 
cold weather is just around the 
corner. 

With howling wind and icy condi¬ 
tions predicted, isn’t it time you 
carried out some essential mainte¬ 
nance to keep drafts at bay? 

Here are some inexpensive ideas to 
keep you warm as toast while mother 
nature is at her worst. 


• Fit brush draught excluders 
around, or at least along the bottom 
of, your home’s external doors/door¬ 
frames to keep cold air out and heat 
in - simply cut them to size and screw 
them in place. These can also be 
fitted to interior doors, although you 
may prefer to add a piece of wood 
along the bottom of the door if there’s 
a large gap, providing you can blend 
it in with the rest of the door. 

• Don’t forget to fit brush draught 
excluders or a letterbox cover to the 
back of the letterbox to keep out 
draughts and also make the back look 
neater. Even keyholes should be 
draught-proofed, especially on exte¬ 
rior doors. You can get escutcheons 
with covers in all shapes and sizes, 
and they just screw in place over the 
keyhole. 

• Single glazing is rarely sufficient 
to keep your home warm and draught 
free, but if you can’t afford or don’t 
want double glazing, you can get 
various DIY secondary-glazing 
options. Probably the cheapest and 
easiest to fit is clear plastic film, 
which you can buy online or from DIY 
stores. It tightens over the window- 
pane when heated with a hairdryer to 
form a sort of secondary glazing. If 



A cheaper alternative to replacing single glazing is this clear plastic film 


you live in a listed building or a conser¬ 
vation area, you’ll be restricted about 
what you can do with your windows, so 
this could be a good option. 

• Another inexpensive measure is 
weatherstripping or self-adhesive 
foam/brush tape, which makes 
windows and doors less draughty. It’s 
relatively easy to fit and is especially 
useful for period windows and doors, 
which tend to let in draughts. 


• One of the draughtiest types of 
flooring is exposed period floorboards. 
The best solution is to take up the 
boards (this can be an ambitious job for 
the DIYer) or get underneath them (if, 
for example, you have a cellar below) to 
lay insulation. An easier solution is to fill 
the gaps between the boards. You can 
use a number of materials for this, 
including thin strips of cork or wood, 
sawdust mixed with glue, and flexible 
filler.

ONE moment of sheer elation 
wiped out 90 minutes of nerves, a 
month of worry and three 
decades of torment. 

Graham Dorrans’ late winner finally 
scratched a 30-year itch for Albion as they 
tasted victory at Stoke for the first time 
since 1982, writes Steve Madeley. 

But the weekend win that was secured by 
the Scot’s stoppage-time strike had signifi¬ 
cance well beyond mere historical trivia. 

The long-awaited but richly-deserved suc¬ 
cess in the Potteries sent out a clear mes¬ 
sage to those who had started to fear the 
Baggies’ bubble had burst. 

It wasn’t a pretty victory for Roy Hodg¬ 
son’s men. But in a perverse way, that was 
precisely the point. 

Since battling to a hard-fought home 
draw with the millionaires of Manchester 
City on Boxing Day, Albion’s season has hit 
a tricky spell that left many supporters con¬ 
cerned their side had begun a slump. 

Hoodoo 

Victory in a gale at the Britannia Stadium 
was the perfect way to allay those fears. 

It still might not be plain sailing for the 
Baggies to secure an unprecedented third 
straight season in the Premier League. 

But if Saturday’s triumph proved any¬ 
thing, it was that Hodgson’s injury-hit 
troops are in no mood to roll over. 

Having dominated proceedings in atro¬ 
cious conditions and headed into the dying 
moments with a hard-earned lead, the visi¬ 
tors were rocked by a cruel equaliser with 
just five minutes to go. Yet still they found 
the resolve to gather their thoughts, press 
again and clinch the win. 

Whatever creases Hodgson still has to 
iron out in the Baggies’ make-up - and there 
are plenty - his side are rarely found want¬ 
ing for bottle. 

On the back of three successive league 
defeats, the last thing Hodgson & Co needed 


was a trip to their bogey ground on a day 
when storm-force gusts made the Britannia 
Stadium even less inviting than normal for 
a club who had not won on Potters property 
since Cyrille Regis was in his pomp. 

It was the ultimate test of spirit for the 
beleaguered and depleted Baggies squad. 

And they passed it with flying colours. 

In truth, the hoodoo-breaking victory 
should have arrived far more comfortably, 
such was the advantage Hodgson’s side held 
for much of the game. 

But the end of such a dismal sequence at 
the Potteries’ more daunting venue was 
never likely to come easily. The Baggies duly 
made their shivering but boisterous sup¬ 
porters sweat before sending them home 
with a glorious memory. Predictably, the 


game was not a classic. Yet what it lacked in 
beauty, it more than made up for in excite¬ 
ment, especially in a second-half that was 
stocked full of incident. 

The Baggies began that second act with 
their noses in front, courtesy of a 35th- 
minute James Morrison strike that left 
Stoke keeper Thomas Sorensen red-faced as 
it curled late and squirmed past his belated 
attempts to readjust. 

And they were good value for their lead, 
having seen Simon Cox put a good chance 
wide and Sorensen push a goal-bound Mor¬ 
rison drive onto the woodwork. 

If the first half was largely uneventful, 
the second period fizzed with excitement, 
starting when the excellent Marc-Antoine 
Fortune, who led the line with conviction, 


had a good shot blocked by Robert Huth. 

Morrison sent a fine volley against the 
woodwork and Cox missed a glorious chance 
from a Ben Foster clearance. 

Foster looked to have clinched the points 
when he saved Jon Walters’ low penalty 
after referee Anthony Taylor had pointed to 
the spot inexplicably following a collision 
between Walters and Albion’s Gareth 
McAuley, who won the ball perfectly. 

But when Cameron Jerome glanced in 
Jermaine Pennant’s free-kick with five min¬ 
utes remaining, it appeared the Baggies’ 
profligacy had been punished again. 

That was until Morrison was felled by 
Walters and Dorrans bent his free-kick 
through the Potters’ wall and into the bot¬ 
tom corner.

They gave me a 
great welcome at the Golden Hammer last 
July, I really enjoyed that, and now I hope 
to help the team.” 

Pottinger is excited by Pedersen’s 
appointment.

A HALESOWEN teenager with a need for 
speed is going for motorbike glory this year. 

Bradley Hughes, aged 15, is busily preparing to embark 
on a full term of racing in the 2012 125GP British Champi¬ 
onship.
